Dear Sir,—The city clerk has noti- 
fled me that I am requested to attend 
a special meeting of the city council 
on Monday afternoon. In view of the 
purpose for which you have calted 4 
this meeting, permit me to give you 
an account of my conduct in prepar- 
ing this year’s voters’ list | 

Ald. Clarke informed me rather | 
loudly yesterday afternoon that the 
city had spent $5000 in taking a cen- 
sus, and demanded to know why I 


had not used the information supplied 
for the voters’ list. This is exactly 
what I have been doing, within the 
limits which an examination of the 
materials has made necessary 
Names Altered. To 
When the census enume 
ed work they were instructed to leave 
separate cards for all. members of 
families over 21 years of and for 
all boarders, lodgers, servants, visitors,

age, 


etc,, with Instructions to obtain in- 
formation of their status in the house 
hold. These parties are in aimust 
every case returned as “tenants” with- 
out distinction. Persons describing 
themselves as visito®s, “domestic,”’ 
“hotel porter,” bellboy,” “pot washer 
all-go down-under the one general 
inclusive term ‘‘tenant.”’ Not only 
so, but in many Cases census cards 
originally filled in as “occupant” have 
been changed by someone else to 
“tenant.’ 

In one district alone, where the 
enumerator had at first 184 tenants 
the return sheets finally show 556 
tenants, In another district the re 
turn sheets show 172 names as ten- | 
unts for which there are no ¢ ‘ds, | 1 
and give 115 hotel guests also as !
